Berlin, Oct. 12—(AP)—The 
U. S. Air 
Force 
announced 
plans today to "winterize" the 
Berlin airlift. 


Several hundreds of reserve 
officers v.'ho volunteer will be 
given special training at Great 
Falls, Mont., in visual and in- 
strument flying and assigned 
to the airlife, the announce- 
ment said. 
These pilots, co- 
pilots and engineers can re- 
vert to inactive duty 
n e x t 
spring. 


Another announcement said Doug- 
las Globemaster transports will be 
put into a regular shuttle service 
over the Atlantic carrying special 
high priority cargo from Westover 
Base, in Massachusetts, to Frank- 
murt to the air lift. The service will 
speed up the movement of critical 
supplies. 
Will Expand Over Slimmer 


Maj. Gen. William H. Tunner, 
commander of the U. S. airlift task 
force who flew troops and supplies 
over the "hump" from Burma to 
China, declares the airlift not only 
can continue thrqpgh the winter 
but can even expand its operations 
over the summer. 


Through radar, the radio eye, the 
army has perfected a system of 
••ground controlled approach" (GCA) 
which can bring a plane to a safe 
landing even when the pilot cannot 
see the ground. Watching a radar 
screen showing the piano,, a ground 
pilot in the control tower can "talk" 
a plane down until its wheels hit 
the ground. 


Air officers say GCA can land a 
plane every 3.8 minutes in Berlin. 
Grounded 1/5 Of Time 


Special de-icing equipment is be- 
!ng installed on airlift planes. 


The army estimates froir. a study 
of weather records that airlift planes 
would be grounded only 20 per cent 
Df the time in the worst weather 
Germany has to offer. 


With these preparations 
being 
made the army figures it can fly in 
enough planes when the weather 
permits to make up for lest time. 


To make the most of good flying 
time, the airlift is being converted 
completely to four-engined C-54 
Skymasters which carry 10 tons. The 
two-engined C-47 Dakctas which 
carry three tons are being retired. 
Ross Stand On Blockade 


American officials are confident 
they and the British can hit a daily 
average of 6,000 tons a day even in 
winter. 


Taegliche Rundschau, the Soviet 
military 
administration's 
official 
newspaper, declared today the block- 
ade of Berlin would not be lifted un- 
til the western powers withdraw 
their currency from circulation in 
Berlin. 


The Russians again announced 
big-scale aerial activity—including 
gunnery drills and parachute jump- 
ing in the air corridors and flying 
drills over Berlin—in continuation 
of what western officers regard as an 
effort to harass the airlift. 


AIR FORCE DISCLOSES 
NEW TURBINE ENGINE 


Washington, Oct. 12—(IP)—The Air 
Force permitted disclosure today of 
a new gas turbine-propeller engine, 
the second of its type announced In 
this country. It was designed for 
use on a giant long range bomber, 
the Boeing B-52, which still is in the 
development stage. 


The new engine is the T-35 ty- 
phoon, built by the Wright Aeronau- 
tical Corporation at Wood-Ridge, 
N.J., a division of Curtiss-Wright 
corporation. 


Arrested For 
Embezzling Funds 
Of Orphans' Home 


St. Louis, Oct. 12—(IP)—Adolph H 
Hanser, 56, was arrested today on a 
federal warrant charging him with 
embezzling $15,000 in funds of the 
Lutheran orphans' home which he 
had served as treasurer since 1926. 


Agents of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation said that Hanser, who 
recently resigned as vice president 
and secretary of t h e Mercantile 
Commerce National Bank here, took 
the money from funds of the orph- 
ans' home which were on deposit in 
the bank. 


The warrant charged Hanser, fa- 
ther of three children, with violation 
of the Federal Reserve Act. He post- 
ed $2,500 bond at the U. S. marshall's 
office. 


Barkley Accuses 
GOP Of Splitting 
Laborers, Farmers 


Los Angeles, Oct. 12—(IP)— Sen- 
ator Alben W. Barkley, democratic 
vice presidential nominee, accused 
the Republican party today of seek- 
ing to divide the laboring groups and 
fanners into two groups. 


Addressing an 
estimated 
1,000 
Californians, Barkley said republi- 
can candidates have told farmers 
that high living costs are caused by 
high wages paid to working men, 
and have told labor audiences that 
high farm income is to blame. 


"Any man who seeks to drive a 
wedge between the farmer and the 
laboring man is not worthy of the 
support of either," the Kentucky 
senator said. 


Barkley said a comparison of the 
records of 
both 
major 
political 
parties would show conclusively the 
democrats always have been 
the 
best friends of farmers and working 
men. 


.Green Asserts 
Illinois Planning 
Chicago Expansion 


Chicago, Oct. 12 —IIP}— Governor 
Green said tonight that Illinois has 
made "a great investment in the fu- 
ture expansion of Chicago and Cook 
county." 


The governor brought his cam- 
paign for re-election to a 13th con- 
gressional district Republican rally. 


"The state has underwritten a! 
large oWftC of the cost of the pro- 
posed superhighways for Chicago- 
Congress street, the northwest high 
way to Douglas airport, the south 
west highway, and others," Green 
said. "The state has agreed to pay 
one-third of the cost of these high 
ways within the City of Chicago and 
one-half in Cook county outside Chi 
ca go. 


"Perhaps the most important of 
all our accomplishments for the Chi 
cago of tomorrow is our splendid 
state housing program. Not only have 
Chicago and Cook county received 
more than $20,000,000 in state hous 
ing funds, but we have provided the 
first practical program under which 
private enterprise capital is under- 
taking the great task of rebuilding 
Chicago slums and replacing them 
with modern rental housing units 


Lewis Adjourns 
UMW Meet With 
Blast At Dewey 


Cincinnati, Oct. 12—(/P)—John L, 
Lewis closed the United Mine Work- 
ers convention today with a crack 
at Republican Thomas E. Dewey for 
defending the Taft-Hartley Act. 


Lewis referred to Dewey as "some 
politician" who had spoken recently 
in favor of ¿the Labor-Management 
Relations Act. The remark jolted 
many of the 3,000 delegates who had 
listened for more than a week to 
speeches attackiing Mr. Dewey's 
Democratic opponent — President 
Truman. 


There was a laughter and a rounc 
of applause when Lewis said of 
Dewey: 


"That man Just never read the 
act." 


The Republican presidential can- 
didate last night at Pittsburgh said 
the act preserved labor's right to 
band together. 


"The act does just the reverse,' 
said Lewis. "If he will take a printed 
copy of the statute as printed in 
committee form by the government 
printing office and read it, he will 
find one line in the preamble which 
says labor has the right to organize. 


But following that are 71 pages 
of restrictions that dare labor to try 
and organize." 


Lewis previously had told the min- 
ers that Mr. Truman, who twice pro 
secuted Lewis and the miners in the 
coal strikes, was an enemy of the 
union.

Report Drastic 
Teacher Shortage 


Washington, Oct. 12 — OP) — The 
United States will need 1,390,000 new 
teachers in the next 10 sears, a com- 
mission of educators said today. 


At the present rate of training, 
the commission added, the nation is 
only going to get about 200,000. Many 
of these, the report said, will be 
"poor ones" able to offer little more 
than "maid service." 


Eleven educators compose the na- 
tional commission on teacher educa- 
tion and professional standards—a 
national education association unit 
—which reported at a news confer- 
ence today on its recently completed 
survey of educational needs. 


Arrest Forty-Two 
In Crackdown On 
Negro Smuggling 


Miami, Fla., Oct. 12—(TP)—Forty- 
two persons have been taken into 
custody in a drive against the smug- 
gling of Jamaican negroes into this 
country through the use of false 
birth certificates, the immigration 
service announced today. 


Walter S. Miller, district director 
ox immigration, said the Jamaicans 
were charged as high as $350 each 
for the certificates. 


The certificates were obtained in 
South Carolina where only two wit- 
nesses are needed in obtaining de- 
layed birth papers. 


The arrests included 30 persons 
held in New York and 12 in Florida

identified Edward 
Em- 
manuel Stewart, 52-year-old real 
estate salesman of Mt. Vernon, N.Y., 
as the alleged leader of the scheme 
Stewart is a native of Jamaica but 
a naturalized American citizen.

Stillwater, Okla., Oct. 12—OF)—Dr. 
R. Chester Hughes, 18, a professor 
of zoology at Oklahoma. A. & M. 
college, was suspended today after 
a sodomy charge was filed on com- 
plaint of a 20-year-old student. 


The professor has been at the 
college since 1930, Dr. Philip Don- 
nell, vice president, said. 


Donnell said no investigation of 
the charge is being made by college 
officials at this time. 


He said action will await outcome 
of Hughes' trial. 


The charge against Hughes was 
filed by County Attorney Clifton 
Kwank, on a complaint by Stewart 
Hunter. a student.

Draft Officials

Inductees'Names 


Indiana Editor 
Wins Minnesota 
Journalism Award 


Washington, Oct. 12—(/P)—Selec- 
tive service officials said today that 
names of men selected for induction 
may be Aade public, but cautioned 
against releasing such information 
prematurely. 


These officials told a reporter they 
had advised State Selective Service 
directors that no legal barrier to dis- 
closing the names exists in the pre- 
sent draft law. The World War II 
draft act barred the public naming 
of men slated for induction on 
grounds of security. 


One official, in cautioning against 
premature release of the names, said 
that frequently appeals are pending 
when a man takes his preinduction 
physical examination. 
He added 
that many men who have passed the 
examination, or even those who have 
been ordered to an induction center, 
will not go into the army. 


He and other officials suggested 
that the names of men to be taken 
into the army be made public the 
night before induction.

Chicago, Oct. 12—(IP)—AFL meat 
cutters and butcher workmen talked 
wages today with Swift & Company, 
After a conference of .several hours 
the meeting was concluded with no 
announcement from either the com- 
pany or union. 
The union, the 
Amalgamated Associated of meat 
cutters and butcher workmen, did 
not make public Its wage proposals. 


Earl Jimerson, union president, 
said that after the Swift meeting 
the wage negotiating 
committee 
went into a separate session. 
No 
more meetings with the company are 
in prospect, both sides said. 


The union claims to represent 40,- 
000 workers in the meat industry. 
Its master agreement with Swift, 
Armour, Wilson and Cudahy does 
not expire until Aug. 11, 1949, but 
the wage question can be reopened 
during the life of the contract.

Will Attempt 
Tour Of Georgia 


Paris, Oct. 12—(ARC— The 
United States declared today 
disarmament is impossible in a 
world where the Soviet battle 
cry is "wreck and destroy/ 


The United States already 
has disarmed too far and too 
fast after the last wor, saic 
Warren R. Austin, the No. 2 
delegate to the United Nations 
General Assembly. 


In a gloves-off speech to the as- 
sembly's political committee Austin 
said the United States will support 
a British resolution pinning blame 
for lack of control on world arma' 
ments on Russia, and a Syrian pro' 
posal that the U. N. commission for 
conventional arms get back on the 
job. 
Offers To Put Cards On Table 


Russia's Andrei Vishinsky coun- 
tered with an apparently conciliatory 
move. In a speech peppered with 
typical "Vishinskyisms" he offered 
to put the Soviet cards on arms re- 
duction on the table—if the United 
Nations adopts the Russian proposal 
for an immediate one-third cut in 
armaments of the five major powers. 


Other major developments in the 
U. N. assembly halls as American 
policy stiffened toward the Russians 
were: 


1. The United States, Britain and 
Prance worked on details of a reso- 
lution calling on the Security Coun- 
cil to act in the Berlin dispute. The 
Americans were reported impatient 
at the delay on this hot question. 


2. The 
United 
States, 
Prance, 
Britain and China teamed with four 
other countries in an atomic sub- 
committee in endorsing a demand 
that the assembly approve the ma- 
jority reports on world atomic con- 
trol. Russia fought the move all the 
way. 
Buss Won't Cooperate 


Austin told the political committee 
that the nations of the world could 
not disarm or even slash armament 
while the Russians refused to co- 
operate. He said that under present 
conditions of world fear and in- 
security' it illll be impossible to set 
up effective systems of control and 
reduction of arms. 


He said the world situation is too 
grave to permit further play with 
words. 


He said the communist slogan 
changed overnight form "work and 
production" in the first post-war 
dayS to "wreck and destroy." He 
said that Russia through world com- 
munism is working to maintain a 
"state of constant turmoil and eco- 
nomic chaos." 


Are we dreaming?" Austin de- 
manded of the committee. "Can such 
tactics, such actions, such a record 
be those of one of the founders of 
the United Nations?" 


Detroit, Oct. 12—(/P)—Murray D. 
Van Wagoner, military governor of 
Bavaria, declared today that Amer-

given communism "the 
greatest licking of its life." 


In an address prepared for de- 
livery before a Knights of Columbus 
anniversary banquet here, the for

"They (the Russians thought the 
blockade would be the end of us," 
Van Wagoner said. "But the Amer- 
ican and British answer was the air- 
lift. That has been a great prest- 
ige builder for us. Russian propa- 
ganda has backfired."

Declaring that war is not immin- 
ent, Van Wagoner said: 


"Russia doesn't want a hot war 
. . . just a cold war which we are 
recognizing for exactly what it is. 


'They want to win a war, with- 
out fighting it," he added. 


Van Wagoner said 
the 
critical 
situation in Berlin has overshad 
owed progress in the reconstruction 
of the rest of Germany.

Greatiy dis- 
appointed 
over 
Cleveland's

summer slump which dropped the 
Indians from first to third place in 
the space of two weeks, Veeck had 
given up hope of winning the Amer- 
ican League flag. 


"Only a miracle can help us now,"

said 
after the 
St.

Browns had whipped the Indians in 
Cleveland to drop them four and a 
half games behind the Boston Red 
Sox on Sept. 13. 


Never a great admirer of Boud- 
reau's managerial talents, Vecck had 
tried to trade the game's greatest 
shortstop to the Browns last winter.

were believed to be in line.

Benjamin J. Becker, a represent- 
ative of the Chicago regional office 
of the housing expediter, Tuesday 
began a survey of housing conditions 
in Jacksonville and Mcrgan county.
